Most people have probably never 
been to an air show, let alone one 
that takes place at night. 

"It's really pretty amazing with the lights and fire and 
pyrotechnics, sparking things coming off the wings and strobe 
lights and music," said Dr. Arlen Stauffer, chairman of the New 
Smyrna Beach Balloon & Sky Fest. 

An expanded night air show is just one new twist in this year's 
version of the city's signature aerial event. The fifth annual 
Balloon & Sky Fest will be held April 5-7 at the New Smyrna 



Beach Municipal Airport. Gates open at 2 p.m. Friday, featur- 
ing teathered hot-air balloon rides. On Saturday, gates open at 
7 a.m., kicking off with - weather permitting - hot-air balloon 
passenger flights. 

"Everything is bigger and better," Stauffer said of this year's 
festival. 

The night air show begins after sunset, roughly about 7:30 
p.m., on both Friday and Saturday, with the Sky Fest's tradi- 
tional balloon glow - picture a bevy of balloons illuminated to 
resemble giant light bulbs. 

From there, the Aeroshell Aerobatic team, piloting their 
AT-6 aircraft, will circle the balloon glow and perform at dusk. 
A fire-streaking glider, a jet-engine powered school bus that can 
travel up to 300 mph, and a Twin Beech plane that will zoom 
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A parachutist with the U.S. Army Golden Knights lights up the night as he drops in over the 4th annual New Smyrna Beach Balloon & Sky Fest.

across the sky with colored smoke and strobes while 
music plays from "The Phantom of the Opera" will fin- 
ish up the dazzling aerial display 

For those who want to go home a little earlier, an 
earlier version of the air show will begin at 1 p.m. Friday 
and Saturday. 

Also new this year is a 4-H Animal Encounter. Set 
up on about two acres, the exhibit will feature agricul- 
tural displays and chances for either hands-on or close 
up encounters with a wide variety of farm animals, birds 
of prey and marine life. 

The Inspiration Village, will feature a collection of 
"many things that are designed to inspire and motivate," 
Stauffer said. The amalgam of aeronautics there will 



include NASA exhibits, radio-controlled airplanes, 
robotics demonstrations and a helicopter display. 
Visitors also will be able to interact with the air show 
performers and military pilots in the forum tent. 

Stauffer said this year's Sky Fest also will feature an 
expanded list of music acts, spanning genres from 
country to ska. 

Yet another new venue this year is the Balloon 
Experience. There a balloonist will be on hand to answer 
questions from visitors along with displays of propane 
burners, balloon baskets and envelopes. 

"We wanted to make sure that no matter when peo- 
ple come out they can learn about balloons and sort of 
experience what they are all about," said David Burt, 



executive director of the Balloon &c Sky Fest 
Foundation. 

Along with all of that, there will be helicopter and 
B-25H Bomber rides. A spin can also be had in the 
oldest flying DC-3, the "Flagship Detroit," which has 
been fully restored. 

Admission for this year's event is $5. Children under 
12 get in free. All veterans with ID get in free. There is 
no charge for parking. 

"Each year we grow a little bit, we expand our ven- 
ues, we sort of expand the look of the place," Burt said.

"He runs out and jumps in an airplane and then 
flew in crazy patterns around as if he were a guy 
that really didn't know how to fly an airplane," said 
David Burt, executive director of the Balloon & 



Sky Fest Foundation. 

The faux thievery comedy act will take a back- 
seat this year. Franklin, who comes from a lineage of air 
show legends, will instead debut his monstrous creation 
of a biplane dubbed "Dracula" at this year's Balloon &c 
Sky Fest air show. 

The horror movie-inspired masterpiece is nine 
years in the making, an aircraft that Franklin's late 
father and air show legend, Jimmy 
Franklin, began building. 

"The airplane is simply beautiful," Burt said. "It 
has what appears to be blood streaming back 



from the engine." 

As if the dazzling Dracula act wouldn't be enough 
for the most ardent adrenaline junkies, this year's 
Balloon &c Sky Fest also will feature the return of the 
jet-powered school bus called "School Time." The fire- 
breathing vehicle, which belches out 80-foot 
flames, can reach speeds up to 367 mph after it was fit- 
ted with a jet lifted from a McDonnell Douglas F-4 
Phantom fighter jet. 

The custom-made machine was created by Paul 
S tender, who explained on his website that he created 
the high-speed dragster for two reasons.

fierce machine is displayed at schools 
across the country as S tender and his 
wife Therese spread their anti-drug 
message, "Jets are Hot, Drugs are Not."

To the uninitiated a gentle breeze 
may be just the ticket on a muggy April 
morning or afternoon, but for the bal- 
loonists participating in the 5th annual 
New Smyrna Beach Balloon & Sky Fest, it 
can mean no flying that day. 

"Hot-air balloons are very weather 
and wind sensitive/' said event balloon 
meister Mark Roberson. Any breeze 8 
mph or above will keep these craft on the 
ground, he said. 

That is why balloonist usually fly 
early in the morning. 

"As the sun comes up, the winds 
(aloft) mix," said Ormond Beach balloon- 
ist Dave Crotts. 

Crotts said a balloon pilot depends 
on the "Coriolis effect" - the shifting of 
winds caused by the rotation of the earth 
- to control their craft. 

"It is all about the winds," he said. 
"You have to pay attention to what Mother 
Nature is doing." 



To go left, Crotts said, a balloonist 
may ascend, to go right, he or she may 
descend, catching the wind currents at 
various altitudes. 

"It is sailing in the air," he said, 
describing the process. 

The wind direction also can dictate 
where a balloon launches or lands, such 
as not taking off from the airport if the 
winds are out of the west. That could 
push the craft over the ocean. 

"That is not a balloon friendly envi- 
ronment," said Roberson, who will over- 
see balloon operations during the festi- 
val. 

Even if a balloon never leaves the 
ground, too much wind can prevent it 
from ever being inflated, he said. 

"We are not going to do anything that 
creates as safety issue," Roberson said. 
"We are not going to push the limits."

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Balloon meister 
is in charge, but hot-air craft 
float where winds blow

Like dandelions floating on a spring 
breeze, the colorful hot-air filled 
envelopes that will rise above the 
city's Municipal Airport during the New 
Smyrna Beach Balloon & Sky Fest will 
drift in whichever way the wind blows. 

That is the challenge balloon meister 
Mark Roberson faces. 

"I am in charge of herding the cats," 
quipped Roberson, who will oversee hot- 
air balloon operations during the 5th 
annual event. 

"A hot-air balloon does not have a 
steering wheel," he said. 

And while the pilot can generally con- 
trol the direction of his aircraft by ascend- 
ing or descending to catch the various 
wind currents at different altitudes, it is 
not always an exact science. 

"Nine times out of 10 
you can 



fly from point A to point B, but that 10th 
time you are just along for the ride," 
Roberson said. "It's kind of like herding 
cats, you don't know what a cat is going to 
do until it does it." 

Such "pure aviation" is what attracts 
Ormond Beach pilot David Crotts of 
Aerostat Adventures to ballooning. 
"I have been flying for about 14 years," the 
49-year-old said. "It is sailing in the air." 

Crotts said this will be his fourth year 
participating in the New Smyrna Beach 
festival and he will be bringing two of his 
balloons. 

"It's one of my favorite places to fly," 
he said of the combination of scenery that 
comes with flying along the coast and the 
challenges that environment and being 
near other airspace, such as Spruce Creek 
Fly-In or the Daytona International 
Airport, demands of a pilot. 

Throughout the festival, organizers 
anticipate as many as 25 hot-air balloons 
glowing in the twilight illuminated by 
their propane-fueled burners at 7:30 p.m. 
Friday and Saturday. In addition there will 
be five tethered lighter-than-air craft 
above the festival, including the 
famous "Sugar Bear" and "Purple 



People Eater," along with the ReMax and 
Immokalee Casino balloons. 

At sunrise Saturday and Sunday - 
weather permitting and the winds blowing 
from the east or north - the balloons may 
take off from the airport for a "fiesta flight" 
over Southeast Volusia. If the breeze is 
from the West or the South, Roberson will 
have to find another location from which 
to launch the lighter-than-air craft with 
hopes of landing back at the airport. 
A westerly wind direction is particularly 
crucial, as officials don't want the balloons 
to float over the ocean. 

"That is not a balloon friendly envi- 
ronment unless you have snorkel gear," 
Roberson said. 

A few lucky thrill seekers will get the 
chance to go along for a ride during the 
Saturday and Sunday flights on a space 
available basis that organizers anticipate 
will be filled in the days leading up to the 
festival. However, in the event spaces 
remain, people interested in the hour-long, 
$230 per person rides can call 386-957- 
3378 for more information. 

Festival-goers will have another 
opportunity to get a taste of balloon flight 
with rides at $10 per person in at least one 



of the tethered balloons at the airport. 
Tickets will be available at the festival.

um-filled gentle behemoth with its 13- 
member crew. The Snoopy 1 will be on 
display all weekend offering a rare photo 
opportunity. 

Another new addition to Sky Fest is 
Inspiration Village, a one-acre tent vil- 
lage featuring NASA displays, robotics, 
demonstrations, radio-controlled air- 
planes, engineering experiments and a 
Boy Scouts area.

In five short years, the New Smyrna 
Beach Balloon & Sky Fest has grown 
from a single morning flight of hot-air 
balloons to a massive three-day event that 
draws more than 30,000 people to Southeast 
Volusia. 



To pull it all off, the Balloon 6c Sky Fest 
Foundation relies heavily upon community 
volunteers to work the event that now 
features day and night air shows, two morn- 
ing hot-air balloon flights, two balloon 
glows, exhibits, carnival rides and live 
entertainment. 

This year there will be roughly 300 
shifts of volunteers throughout the weekend 



helping with parking, admissions and vari- 
ous attractions on the event grounds. The 
logistics of organizing volunteer help can be 
challenging. 

Brian Pigeon heads up the army of 
volunteers at Sky Fest. 

"I'm working on the scheduling now." 
Pigeon explained. "There are 300 different 
slots to fill. A slot is a four-hour shift that

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for example will start at 6 a.m. and end 10 
a.m. That is one slot, one time frame, and 
there are many different things to be 
done." 

According to Pigeon, volunteers work 
in the headquarters, on the balloon crews, 
as gate keepers, golf cart attendants and 
day-to-day workers. All are scheduled 
individually. Additionally, there will be 
students from Embry Riddle and the Jr. 
ROTC from Spruce Creek High School 
assisting the individual volunteers. 

One group that will be taking on the 
job of managing the parking will be the 
Smyrna Surfari Club, bringing about 160 
of its own volunteers to coordinate the 
parking, according to festival committee 
member Jeff Crawford, who also is a 
Surfari member. 

"The Surfari Club has been in exis-

tence for 33 years and has raised money 
through surfing contests to give scholar- 
ships to senior / surfing high school grad- 
uates and have given more than 
$100,000," Crawford said. 

Proceeds from the festival will benefit 
the Boys &c Girls Clubs of Volusia / 
Flagler counties as well as other local 
school and community organizations 
making volunteerism a win/win for all 
concerned. 

"With the economy the way it is, 
raising money for school groups is getting 
tougher," Crawford said. "All of the 
groups get paid which is based on how 
many people pay admission to the 
festival." 

According to Crawford, last year each 
group received roughly $700 for their 
volunteer efforts.

Take the camera, but leave the 
cooler at home when you head 
out to the New Smyrna Beach 
Balloon &c Sky Fest. This week- 
end s three-day event promises to be big- 
ger and better than ever. 

To make the most out of the festival - 
filled with balloon flights, air shows, 
carnival, Inspiration Village, aircraft on 
display, craft show, balloon glows, 4-H 
Animal Encounter, and the live entertain- 
ment - there are some things to consider 
to make the experience that much more 
enjoyable. 

Admission to the event is $5, 12 years 
and older. Children under 12 years, 
Veterans with ID, and members of the 



Boys 8c Girls Clubs of Volusia- Flagler 
Counties, are admitted free of charge. 
Three different types of VIP Pass 
packages can be purchased. 

Festival times: Friday, 2 to 10 p.m.; 
Saturday, 7 a.m. to 10 p.m.; and Sunday 
7 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

WHAT TO BRING 

Cameras, lawn chairs and sunscreen 
are recommended. 

Do not bring coolers or beverages. 
Only service dogs will be permitted. 
Smoking is not permitted anywhere and 
weapons are not allowed. No bikes, roller 
blades or scooters. 

Food and beverages will be sold by 
more than 30 vendors, including local 
businesses, on site. The exclusive water of 
the festival is Choose Rain, and will be 



the only water sold or permitted anywhere 
at the festival. 

RIDES 

Tethered balloon rides are $10, the 
free-flight balloon passenger flights cost 
$230 per person and reservations are 
advised. Schedules are available on the 
festival website. Helicopter and airplane 
rides also will be offered. 

AIR SHOWS 

Pre-air show flying demonstrations 
and the official full air shows will take 
place throughout the weekend with 
schedules posted online. 

Parking will be clearly marked in 
nearby fields and business lots. Car-pool- 
ing is recommended. Handicap parking 
will be located near the south entrance, off 



Industrial Park Avenue. 

Seating in front of the entertainment 
stage, and along the air show flight line is 
limited, but there are open spaces for a 
lawn chair or blanket. 

Comfort areas and picnic tables will 
be available under the shade of tents 
scattered throughout the grounds. 

Most activities will go on in the event 
of rain, including the air shows.
